COLLEGES OF APPLIED ARTS AND TECHNOLOGY (C.A.A.T.s) 


These colleges offer a variety of E.S.L. programmes to adult landed immigrants. 
Students not involved in federal retraining programmes usually pay a small 
tuition fee. 


Students in the retraining programme pay no fee and are provided with a living 
allowance while in attendance. Admission to this programme must be obtained 
by applying to the local Canada Manpower Centre. In order to qualify for 
training, a person must be at least one year beyond school-leaving age (16 in 
Ontario) and have been out of school for at least one year. 


FRONTIER COLLEGE 


This college conducts English classes in mining and lumber camps as well as with 
Canadian National and Canadian Pacific Railway gangs throughout Ontario, 
wherever a need is indicated. For further information contact Frontier College 
in Toronto. 


The Federal Departments of Manpower and Immigration and the Secretary of 
State contribute to teachings costs, to the cost of textbooks for adult newcomers, 
through various cost-sharing agreements with the Provincial Government. On the 
last page of this directory are listed addresses of sponsoring agencies.
